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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant argued that Terasaki did not connect using "either the PVC connection or the SVC connection." Terasaki did connect the client 
to the server using "either the PVC connection or the SVC connection". A CONNECT message is sent with the SVC connection. A 
CONNECT ACK is sent from the server to the client via the PVC. Either unidirectionally or bidirectionally, there is a connection from the 
client to the server utilizing "either the PVC connection or the SVC connection." Column 8, lines 30-65. 

Applicant argued that Kato failed to teach the use of SVC connections. Whereas cited portions of the reference are given to aid 
Applicant in understanding the rejection, the reference in its entirety is used for the rejection. In fact, Kato mentions the use of SVC 
connections at least three times before the cited section, including three paragraphs above the cited portion in the same column as the 
cited section. 

Applicant goes on to argue that claims 18 and 23 are both distinct and independent inventions from claim 1, but fails to further address 
the prior art rejection beyond the arguments previously made for claim 1. 
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
